UNO officials will request to the University of Nebraska 
Board of Regents Friday a preliminary figure of $750,000 over 
this next two years toimprove campus facilitics for the disabled. 

According to Neil Morgensen, assistant vice chancellor for 
facilities management and planning, the request is needed to 
comply with te Americans with Disabilitics Act(ADA), passed 
by Congress in July 1990, 

The act requires employers and institutions to self-evatuate 
and address those elements that hinder the disabled population 
from effectively participating in public programs. All self- 
evaluationsmustbecompleted before January 26, 1993, accord- 
ing to the act. 

Morgeasen said the $750; 000 will be included in the overall 
NU capital construction budget to be studied by the Regents 
Fridayattheirmecting in Lincoln. Uponapproval, the Board will 
then submit its request to the Legislative when it convenes in 
January. 

The biggest portion of the proposed amount will go toward 
improving the emergency alarm system, hie said. 


“The emergency egress code of the ADA requires that 
institutions have both video and audio alarms with a certain 
intensity be placed in various locations,” Morgensen said, 

The law alsostates that objects in a hallway cannot be higher 
than 27 inches ifthey protrudemore than fourinches fromawall, 
he added, 

“If an object was higher than 27 inches, a blind person with 
acane may notbeable todetect it,” Morgensen said. “One of the 
biggestproblems we've had with thatare thosecontainers forthe 
Gateway, especially in tis Arts and Sciences Building.” 

He said mostof those containers have alrcady been replaced 
with baskets placed on the floors. 

Other improvements needed on campus are exterior ramps, 
sidewalks and railings, andrestroom modifications, Morgensen 
said. 

Morgensen said he began evatuating the projects in early 
summerandhasnotyctcompleted the study, He saidhe believes 
therequestedamountof$750,000 willincreaseuponthecomple- 
tion of the study.

Remember reluctantly riding the bus to high school 
when it seemed like everyone else drove their own cars? 
Remember the envy watching them pull into these school 
parking spaces? 

Now, the situation seems to be reversing. More and 
more students are choosing to take the bus to class, thanks 
to the Ak-Sar-Ben shuttle bus service. 

According toCampus Security Manager Charles Swank, 
UNO started running the shuttle buses in 1976 but stopped 
when the parking structure and other lots were opened in 
the fall of 2986, 

“UNO experienced a phenomenal growth in enrollment 
that we went back to Ak-Sar-Ben in the fall of ’88 or °89,” 
Swank said, 

Swank said the utilization ef the shuttle bus has not 


| greatly affected the number of parking tickets issued. 


“If you had the same population every year, you'd 
expect to see a decline but it hasn't been the case,” Swank 


' said, “Every year the population gets bigger so if someone 


learned that he can’t park somewhere, then a new person 
will have to learn it.” 

Shuttle bus operator George Sceliga begins his shife at 
11:30 a.m., around the peak parking time. 

“This is my third year (driving a shuttle bus), and the 
numbers of people using the bus are increasing every day,” 


| Scctiga said. “Tuesdays and. Thursdays are real busy. 
' Once, I had 51 kids on one tip.” 


For some students, the shuttle bus provides aconvenicnt 
and inexpensive parking alternative, 

“I took it last semester because I didn’t have enough 
money for a permit, and it’s a tot easier than fighting for a 
parking spot,” freshman Eric Buckner said. 

Senior Nicole Redferf said, “I think it’s great because 
it’s easier and takes you to almost any building you want 
to go. At the College of Business, there are no parking 


Freshman Jose Fatcon added, “Ever since I started 
school I’ve taken this bus. if it wasn’t for this bus, I'd be 
fate to all my classes.” 

Swank said, “Since the shuttle buses began again, utili- 
zation has increased each year. We're parking about 500 
cars at Ak-Sar-Ben. As long as it’s needed and available, 
we'll continue to use Ak-Sar-Ben.”

The tournament will beheld 
at Creighton on Oct. 3 and at UNO on Oct. 4, 
Tournaments at Hastings College and 
Northwest Missouri State University are also 
onthe team’s fall schedule. The team is sched- 
uled to appear at two national tournaments in 
Texas and Pennsylvania in the spring. 
Participants engage ina variety of speaking 
events during a tournament, Carle said.

Carle said the Midwest has a stranger tradi- 


tion in forensics than any other region of the 
country. 

“Fifteen of the Top 20 schools are from the 
Midwest,” he said. “Mostof the gacd teamsare 
in Hinois and Iowa. Bradley University in 
Illinois is consistently the top winner. Hastings 
Coltege is probably our toughest competitor 
here in Nebraska.” 

Carle said a big reason the Midwest has a 
strong forensics tradition is the historical im- 
portance of public speaking, especially in te 
1800s, 

“There was a touring company cailed 
Chautauqua which started in 1874 that went 
around the Midwest not only to entertain, but 
atso to educate the populace through the use of 
public speaking. For adults who were illiterate, 
this wasa way for getting ancducation, as well 
as receiving news,” Carle said. 

“It was like a tent revival, a place to learn. 
This justified gaining in Midwest colleges on 
speaking skills,” 

Many educational benefits can be obtained 
through forensics, Carle said. 

“Studentsleam goodspeaking skills,as well 
as haw to be good listeners, They learn good 


0 talk its way to 


rescarching skills and interviewing techniques, 
Plus, the students get to travel and meet people 
from other parts of the country. Of course, 
there’s the thrill of competition, like being ona 
baseball team,” he said. 

Graduate student Donna Aschoff, an assis- 
tant coach on the team, added, “Going to a 
toumament is a terrific educational experience 
because of all the different topics that are fea- 
tur as 

She said topics that were spoken at tourna- 
ments last year included gua control, lead poi- 
soning, fetal tissue research and the question of 
whether Christopher Columbus was the first 
man to discover America. 

Several of the team members said the drill 
of competition and mecting new people are 
main seasons why they participate in forensics.

(CPS) — The Democrats want you. The Republicans want 
you. Ths public affairs organizations want you. The politicians 
want you, 

What these organizations want from you is simple: If you 
are 18 or older, you can vote. But to vote, you first must be 
registered. If you are the typical college undergraduate, be- 
tween the ages of 18 and 24, you represent a segment of 
American culture that is perceived as being not likely to vote 
of to participate in the political process. 

So, college and university campuses nationwide have been 
targeicd by private and public interest groups to register 
students and get them to the polls on Nov. 3. 

“Students tendtofeel lefteut. Candidates don’tappear tobe 
addressing issues that are of conccm to students,” said Becky 
Cain, president of the National League of Women Voters. 

“On the 20th anniversary of theright for 18 yearoldstovote, 
this group has the least percentage voler turmout than any other 
age group,” she said, 

“Get them on the rolls, get them to the polls,” said Mike 
Dolan, field director for the Catifomia-based Rock the Vote, a 
non-profit, non-partisan organization that has organized stu- 
dent voter registration drives nationwide. 

Top issues that appear to be of concem to college students 
onthenationallevelincludetheeconomy, theenvironmentand 
abortion rights, activists said, 

If students want to address these concems, they must first 
register to vote, registration organizers said, That way they can 
vote foreandidates whomostclosely represent their ideals and 
idcas of what government should be and what issues the 
feprescntatives should address. 

According to the Census Bureau, 26 million men and 


women in the 18-24 age group are eligible to vote, and about 


40 percent of this group is registered. Among college students 
who are registered, 80 percent vote, said Jamie Harmon, 
president of the College Democrats of America. 

“Many students don’t feel they are a part of the American 
community. They don’t have families yet, they don’t have 
sunk-in roots, so they are not as politically active,” Harmon 
said, “Political participation increases with age. We want to 
show students today thatthe politicaland governmentalsystem 
isn’t a joke.” 

The College Democrats are organizing a Victory Vote 
program on campuses natlonwide, with the goal of registering 
50,000 students this fall - ideally as Democrats. Having tar- 
gcted about $00 colleges and universitics in 15 states, the 
College Democrats plan to hold rallics, get publicity and have 
politicians from the local and national levels to speak to 
students. 

Harmon said national polls show students identifying with 
the Democratic Party, and the main concems on campuses 
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by it,” the Bethichem, Pa.-based council said. 
Broken down by major, the council's: survey | showed 
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im for student: 


include educational issues and student foams, 

Tony Zagotta, national chairman of the College Republi- 
cans, said polls indicate the 18-24 age group favor Republican 
views toward goverment, society and theeconomy. His group 
will be working at the grass roots Ievel oncampuses and won’t 
be using celebritics or rock shows to attract potential Republi- 
can registrants, 

College Republicans will be going door to door this fall to 
getstudents toregister or vote by absentee ballot, Zagotta said, 
Hecalled the Republican’s onc-on-oncapproacha tremendous 
opportunity to get students to register in his party. The Repub- 
licans sce students’ concerns as being the economy, foreign 
policy and abortion, he said. 

According to Zagotta, the polls have shown the 18-24 age 
group is “not comfortable” with abortion. 

Dolan, ficld directorof Rock the Vote, said hisorganization 
isalsoworking atthe grassroots level togetstudentstoregister, 
Reck the Vote was founded in 1990 by leading record labels 
and musicians in response to perceived threats to artistic 
expression, It has since been broadened to include voter 
fegistration, especially for young adults, Dolan said.

urge them to register. 

“Having starsand musicians involvedisintensive, Itmakes 
voler registration sexier,” he said. “Celebrities want to get 
involved, and when they do, it makes political participation a

are included in the numbers, Dolan said. 

What concems young people is having access to 
system,” or being heard by politicians, he said, 

“Wehaveseen the basicissue, and thatisempowermentand 
access to the system,” Dolan said. “Many politicians don’t 
want young people voting, since young votershavenopattems 
of voting and are unpredictable. That makes politicians ner- 
vous.” 

The minimum legal age to register is 18. If a student goes 
away toaitcnd school, heorshe may register tovoteinthe town 
or city where the school is located. However, the states have 
varying laws for residency requirements; there is no national 
law establishing uniform registration laws for all SO states, An 
option is to vote by absentee ballot if students are registered in 
their home states, Cain said. 

Since the 1970s, the League of Women Voters has actively 
sought to get young people to register. It has also published 
material on voter rights, especially for college students who 
may be going toan out-of-state institution and want to vote in 
primaries and elections,

More students in private institutions received fi- 
nancial aid than in public schools, and in private, for- 
profit institutions, almost nine out of 10 students 
reccived some form of aid, said the 1992 report. 

“We report on the condition of education as a way 
of alerting the American public about the progress 
that has been made and the progress that still needs to 
be made in the future,” said Diane Ravitch, assistant 
secretary for educational research and improvement.

As many ofus were still trying to findour correct classrooms, 
struggling through bookstore lines or making drop-and-add deci- 
sions during the first daysofthescmester,a groupofstudents were 
already facing auditions for the UNO Theater Department's fall

Theater major John Hatcher, a veteran of many UNO produc- 
tions, said, “You always get nervous during an audition and when

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LRT now available to patients

More than 25,000 people are in need of a 
liver transplant every ycar, but Iess than 10 
percentofthatnumberactuallyrcociveatrans- 
plant. 

Aliving, related livortransplant(LRT) may 
be the answer for some. 

 AnLRT isancw and innovalive transplant 
procedure available to patients whose only 
altemative is to wait and hope that a suitable 
donor becomes available soon, 

Dr. Thomas Heffron, director of pediatric 
and living, related transplantation at die Uni- 
versity of Nebraska Medical Center, said there 
aren’emany of those donated livers that will fit 
intoachild, 

“A living, related liver transplant is where 
youtakeapicec of the liver from the mother or 
father and transplant it to the child,” Heffron 
said, 


. Seventy percent of the children needing a 
transplant have biliary atresia. 

With this condition, the child’s bile ducts 
have closed right after birth and do not allow 
the liver to function properly. 

Heffron said there aretwo major benefits to 
the LRT procedure. 

“You can tansplant electively,” he said. 
“You don’t have to wait for a donor, and you 
get a better, healthier liver from the mom or 
dad right to the baby. 

“Thepiece of the liver hassomeof thesame 
genetic makeup, and we hope less rejection,” 
Heffron said. 

In the United States, living, related liver 
transplantation was pioncered by three sur- 
geons, one of which was Hefiron, at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago in November 1989. Since 
then, Heffron has performed a total of 46 
transplants, four at the Medical Center, mak- 
ing him the foremost LRT surgeon in the 
world, 

“Therehave been 34 doneinJapan,” Heffron 
said 


The four most recent transplantations have 
called their recipicnts from across tie country 


including Nebraska, Florida, Washington and 
Alabama, 

“The eccipients have been three boys and 
one girl,” he said, “The donors have becn two 
ae and two fathers, All people are doing 
fine.” 

After the first 20 transplants at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, one of the other two surgeons 
retumed to Germany. 

The second is now in San Francisco, 

The Mcdical Center is one of only four 
hospitals in the country practicing this proce- 
dure,

Heffron described the liver as having a 
multitude of functions absolutely necessary

As a criminal justice major, Roy Napora 
knows the difference between rightand wrong,

As a UNO football player, Napora knows 
what happened to him last year definitely was 
not fair. 

Napora, a 5 foot 9 inch, 205-pound senior 
from Papillion-LaVista, entered fall practice 
last year as a contender for the starting spot at 
running back, 

Early in fall practice, however, Roy tore the 
anterior cruciate ligament in his left knee, re- 
quiring surgery that ended his season before it 
even started. 

“Tt was a hell of a blow to have something 
like that happen, with itbeing my senior season 
andall,” Naporasaid. “Itreally gotmedown for 
awhile.”

But Napora refused to stay down. 

Soon after his surgery, he began a long 
process of rehabilitation, including bicycling, 
sunningand weightlifting, Allhis workoutshad 
to be intensified to compensate for the loss of 
strength in his bad knee, 

Napora found his own motivation for want- 
ing to rejoin the team, 

“T bad a lot of people ask me why I wanted 
to come back after my knee injury,” Napora 
said. 

“I guess it was that I loved the competition, 
and also because I couldn’t find another sport 
that was violent enough for me.” 

Eventhough he wasn’t playing, Napora was 
still making his presence felt. 

Before last year’s Nordiemm Colorado game, 
Napora gave a pep talk to his teammates, who 
were coming off a two-game losing skid. His 
words inspired the Mavs to a 13-7 upsct of the 


previously unbeaten and third-ranked Bears, 
After the season, Roy was granted amedical 
hardship ease and was given an extra year of 
eligibility. Despite missing spring practice this 
year, he is back in contention at the running 
back position.
